It is a heavy 
charge which the Chinese Government has 
to meet and a heavy reckoning to pay. By 
the ignorance and corruption of the reac- 
tionary party, nearly all of whom are Man-. 
chus, the Chinese Empire has been brought 
to the lowest depths of degradation which 
it has ever reached. Once before was Peking 
in the hands of foreigners, but never was 
the Imperial Court reduced to such humilia- 
tion as in its flight from the Sacred City 
last August. Since then all the old Chinese 
address and diplomacy have been exerted to 
escape from the consequence of misdeeds 
against foreigners sanctioned and rewarded 
by the governing clique, but: the inevitable 
now confronts the conquered and it remains 
to make reparation. With tho end of the 
century there is called for « change in the 
attitude of China toward: the outer world, 
which alone can guarantee her continuance 
as an Empire. She cannot stand among 
the pSoples of the world unless ‘she also 
recognises the march of events. But with 
this lesson to China there has been another 
lesson ta the Powers, which we trust will 
not be forgotten. This lesson is that.the 
behaviour of 
Chinese Empire will no’ more bear inspec- 
tion than that of.

THE DEMANDS OF THE POWERS. 
rn Seen ceeeememend 
_ (Daily Press, 31st December.) 
Theeleven signatures of the representatives 


of the Allied Powers were on the 22nd inst. . 


, appended to the Joint Note, and on the 

24th the Note was to be presented to the 
Chinese plenipotentiaries. ‘The text df this 
document is published in the Shanghai 


papers. ‘brought down by the Fresch mail 


yesterday. It commences with a statement 
of the principal “ crimes against the laws of 
humanity and aguinst civilisation” with 
which China is charged—the murder of the 
German Minister ; the attacks on the Lega- 
tions; the murder of the Chancellor of the 
- Japanese Lezation at the gates of Peking, 
- and of other foreigners in Peking and differ. 
ent provinces, the attacks on. foreigners 
generally, and the plunder and destruction 
of their dwellings; and the desecration of 
foreign cemeteries, especially in Peking. 
The Note then continues :—« These pro- 
“ceedings compelled the foreign Powers to 
“send their troops to China in order to 
“ protect the lives of the represeutatives and 
“ of their fellow countrymen, and to restore 
“order. On the march to Peking the 
“ Allied troops met with resistance from 
“detachments of the Chinese army, which 
“they were compelled to repulse by. force. 
“Since China now acknowledges ‘her re- 
“ sponsibility, expresses her remorse, and has 
“made known: a wish to bring to an end 
“the situation created by the disturbances 
“in question, the Powers have decided to 
“ give effect to her desire upon the following 
“ detailed irrevocable conditions, which thee 
“regard as essential for the expiation of the 
“crimes committed and the prevention of 
“ their repetition.” 
_ The conditions which follow are twelve in 
number, four being subdivided under two 
heads each. We had in November last a 
telegraphic summary, despatched from the 
Times correspondent in Pekin g to the journal 
which he represents. That summary fairly 
well describes the Note as now presented 
but a few modifications have been intro- 
duced, so that it will be well to examine 
’ the conditions once more in turn. 
- The first deals with the despatch of an 
extraordinary Embassy, with an’ Imperial 
Prince at its head, to expréss the regret of 
the Emperor of China at. the murder of 
Baron von Kerrexer, and with the erection 
on the site of the crime of a memorial 
monument, with a German, and Chi- 
nese inscriptions, also expressing this recret, 
The second in its first section provides for. 
the “infliction of the severest punishment.

The fifth condition provides for the main- 
tenance of the prohibition of the importation 
of arms und material.for arms and ammu- 
nition “under conditions to be later op de- 
termined and communicated by the Powers.” 

In tle sixth condition, suitable compen- 
sation is demanded, on behalf of states, com- 
panies, and individuals, for injury to person 
or property, with the adoption of financial 
measures acceptable to the Powers to pro- 
‘vide for the payment of these indemnities. ” 

By the seventh, the Powers claim standing 
‘guards for their Legations, the fortification 
of the Legation quarter of Peking, and: the 
withdrawal of Chinese therefrom. 

. The eighth condition specifies that the 
Taku Forts, and all such that interfere with 
free communication between Peking an’ the 
sea, are to be razed. . 

The ninth follows this up by demanding 
the right of military occupation of certain 
places on the line of communication, to be 
indicated by agreement among the Powers. 

The tenth condition is subdivided. The 
first section calls for an Imperial Edict, to 
be placarded in all district cities for two 
yeais, permanently prohibiting under pain 
of death the membership in any anti-foreign 
society, and reciting the punishments which 
have been inflicted on all the guilty parties 
in the events of the present year. Tho 
second section calls for another Mdict, hold- 
ing all Viceroys, Governors, and provincial 
and local officials responsible for the main- 
tenance of order if their jurisdictions; in 
future, responsible officials ure to be removed 
at once, in the event of anti-foreign disturb- 


; ances passing unpunished, and are not to 


be allowed to receive fresh offices or dis- 
tinctions. 

The eleventh lays an obligation on the 
Chinese Government to enter upon negotia- 
tions regarding the conditions of trade and 
shipping regulations, etc. , 
The twelfth and final condition is that the 
Chinese Government reforms the Ministry 
for Foreign Affairs and changes the Court 
ceremony for the reception of the foreign 
representatives in a manner to be indicated 
by the Powers. ; 

The Note concludes with the statement 
that until these demands are complied with 
the evacuation of Peking and Chibli cannot 
be considered. - . 

It will be seen from the above that, 
though on the whole few chanyes have been 
made from the original sketch of the Allies, 
demands, therz are at least three points of 
high importance to be noted. In the second 
condition “the infliction of the severest 
punishment. upplicable to their crimes" is 
demanded for the parties specified in the 
Imperial Edict of the 25th September and 
some others. Those parties specified in the 
Edict were:—Princes Cuvana, Yr, LIEN, 
Yrna, and Tuan, Duke Lan, Yine Niey, 
Kana Yr, and Caao Suv-cntao. Among 
the ames to be added by the Powers aru 
certain to be those of Tuna Funsrana and 
Yu Haren, unless the latter be really dead 
already. Now, the severest punishment ap- 
plicable unfortunately in a number of cases 
will not be the deserved punishment of 
execution. Prince Tuan, father of the 
heir apparent, could only suffer death by-a. 
departure from custom. If we read the 
Note aright, the Allies are not resolved 
to insist on this departure, and | in 
this evént the arch-criminal will eseaps 
with at least his life. We cannot look 
on this as at all a satisfactory or even 
an honourable arrangement. The minor

GHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


“TI have the honour to report for the in- 
formation of the Board that tho Attorney- 
General has consolidated the 15 Public Health 
Ordinances into one Bill, and that I have in 
consultation with him collected and classified 
the varicus Bye-laws made under these Ordi- 
agnces. ‘These Bye-laws will bs re-enacted as 
a schedule to the new Ordinance, but there are 
several small amendments which might with ad- 
vantage be made at the second reading if the 
Board approve of them. The following are the 
amendments which have been agreed upon by 
the Attorney-General and myself as desirable. 

“I. Drainage Bye-laws.—It will be ssen that 
Bye-law 44 of the Drainage Bye-laws quotes Bye- 
law 1 as requiring notice to begivento the Board 
by ‘any person about to construct, re-construct, 
alter, or amend any drain on his premises,’ but 
a reference to Bye-law 1 will show that this 
speaks only of a person ‘about to construct any 
drain. As it is clear that the intention of the 
Bye-laws was that noticé sheuld be given for 
re-construction and alteration. as well as for 
construction, we recommend that the words 
‘reconstruct, alter, or amend’ should be added 
after the word ‘construct’ in the first line of 
Bye-law 1. : : 

* In Bye-lauws 2 and 3 the word ‘new’ should 
have been deleted by the amending Byo-law 
recently approved, but as this was not done we 
recommend that it be done now. 

“In Bye-law 12 of the Drainage Bye-laws it 
is provided that ‘no main house drain shall be 
less than six inches in clear internal diamoter.’ 
As it is not uncommon for foursinch pipes 
to be used for this purpose, we recommend that 
the word ‘six’ be altered to ‘ four.’ 

“In Rye laws 5 and 34 of the Drainage Bye- 
laws we recommend the substitution of the 
word ‘water and air-tight’ instead of ‘ water 
or air-tight. : 

‘In Bye-law 3 of the Drainage Bye-laws it 
is provided that the Sanitary.Surveyor shall 
approve of all drainage works, and in Bye- 
law 45 if speaks of plans being approved 
by the Board and amendments required by the 
Board. We recommend that Bye-law 45 be 
altered so as to correspond exactly with Bye- 
law 3 as to approval of plans. = 

In Bye-laws 1, 2, and 3 of the Byo-laws for 
the notification of Infectious Diseases, medi- 
cal practitioners and others are required 
to send cortificates of infectious diseases to 
the Secretary of the Beard or fo the Re- 
gistrar-Genoral. In practice those certifi- 
cates have always been sent to the Medical 
Officer of Health, and in England the Infec- 
tions Diseases Notification Act requires that 
they be sent to the Medical Officer of Health. 
We recommend, therefore, that the Byo-laws 
be amended accordingly, but retaining in Bye- 
law 2 the option of the occupiers of premises to 
notify the officer in charge of the nearest Polica 
Station, who should under Byc-law 3 immediate- 
ly inform the Medical Officer of Health.

The Hon. F. H. May said he read the other 


day about an address being given toa number 
of young men about to enter business. They 
were given a lot of advice about putting the 
right letter in the right envelope, keeping 
copies of telegrams, and ao on, and the lecturer 


ended by advising them never to over-state 
their vase, but rathor to understate it, if any- 
thing. In Mr. Osborne's address there was rot 
one single fact in his lorg indictment against the 
Government. ‘here was nothing but genera- 
tities, and he certainly thought that, as far as the 
work of recent years was concerned, Mr. Osborne 
had grossly overstated his case. Taking the | 
administration of the present Governor, ho did 
not think there was a single question of any 
magnitude which that Board had approached 
His Excellency upon which had not been taken 
up with great energy, and which had not led to 
& number of measures being taken for ne 
sanitary improvement of the colony. Take 
the Insanitary Properties Bill. It had been on 
the tupis for years when the Governor arrived 
in the colony, and mainly through His Ex- 
callency’s exertions it was put into law. Tt was 
the hest law they had to-day, and the reason 
it was not better was because in certain | 
quarters opposition was raised to certain of 
its provisions, and it was the very same opposi- 
tion which emasculated Ordinance 24 of 1887, 
the Public Heelth Ordinance, and then men 
came and held the Government officials to blame 
for everything. Then the Board pressed the 
Government to augment the sanitary staff, and 
five inspectors were added and one or two clerks. 
The Board. got everything they asked foi, ex- 
cept an assistant Medical Officer of Health. and 
considering the increase granted only the yoar 
hofore, when a chief inspector of nuisances 
was appointel, he thought the Government 
was right m waiting to see what the Board 
could do with the increased staff before 
anything further was done. In fact ho did 
not mind telling the Board that when ho had 
the honour of acting as Colonial Secretary such 
was his own advice. Then the Board, in reply 
to the letter asking what sanifary improve- 
ments they had to recommend, asked for more 
urinals and more latrines. This year four 
latrines had been built and more wero provided 
for in next year's ostimates. Tho Board asked 
for more water, and there was being inserted 
in next year's. estimates a “small item of 
$140,000 to mect this want, and ao special 
engineer was being sent from home to 
carry out the work. The only item the 
Board did not get was their old and _ well- 
worn friend the refuse-destructor, and, as he 
bad said before, that was thrown-out by the 
Public Works Committee, upon which there 
happened to be a majority of unofficial members 
—and let them not forget that. He did not 
want to say that the unofficial members ought 
to have passed the refuse-destructor, but what 
he said was that-many of th» Sanitary Laws of 
this colony which were not as good as they 
ought to be, and which they blamed the Govern- 
ment for—let the blame be put on the right 
shoulders and let the community, which did 
not take sufficient interest in the matter, 
and let the representatives’ of the com- 
munity who voted ageinst certain pro- 
visions in those measures, and who threw 
| out certain other recommendations, share tho 
blame: It was no defence at all to say that the 
Boaid had not sent to Government any exhaus- 
tive and comprehensive scheme of sanitary 
reform because they thoaght the Government 
would not take it up. That was no way of 
doing their duty, even though it was true. It 
was their duty to put before the Government 


what they thought was right, and if the Go- 


venment did not choose to do it that had 
nothing to do with them. ‘They might as well 
tell him ha was not to ran a man in and prose- 


& 
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cute him because the Magistrate might not ae 
convict him or a jury find him guilty... He did. 
not want to get into any heated ‘disonssion. =~ 
Thoy wero entering on a new year, and what he 
did want to seo was the Board. setting to work 
and tackling this question. ‘They had not yet. 
touched upona comprehensive scheme. - They 
had spent o lot of time over details, and he 
thought they should take up the question pro- | 
pérly. Hoe did not, care who carried out a 
scheme of sanitary improvement in the colony, 
He did notcare whether it was carried out by o 


. Sanitary Board, or a Trust’ Corporation, or-a 


Municipality, or by the Governor, but he wanted - 
to see some thing done. He wanted to see some 
plan formulated for getting this city into a 
better state, and not only that, but some plan 
upon which the colony could grow. The colony 
was not yet in its teons. It was only a child, 
and it was going to grow into a very big man, 
and if it was allowed to -yrow the way it had 
grown, with that stupendous want of foresight 
and forethought which seemed to be the char- 
acteristic of the British race, all he could say 
was that it would be a very bad thing. At tho-~ 
next meeting of the Board he would propose a 
resolution that the Board appoint a committee 
to draw up a scheme of Sanitary reform 
for the city of Victoria. Let them begin - 
with the city of Victoria, and he thought 
that ina very few sittings they would: be ‘able. 
to get, out a scheme which would ‘have some- 
thing to recommend it, and if it was a reason- 
able scheme such as recommended itself to 
reasonable men, he ventured to think that there 
was no man in the whole colony who would tike 
it up with greater pleasure and sest than His 
Exce lency the Governor, and he was quite sure 
the officials who sat in high places would take 
it up with zest also. ; 

Dr. Bex said he did not think the Board had 
any right to make conditions with the Govern- 
ment. If they were keen on sanitation as 
mombers of a Sanitary Board it was their 
business to lay down their requests and go 
on working, but to say to the Govern- 
ment. “ We will give you no advice, and do © 
nothing for the sanitation of the colony 
unless you bind yourselves to do what we 
want” was, he thought, bad policy. There- 
fore he proposed voting against the motion. 

Dr, CLARK said he thought every member of 
the Board was in accord with Mr. May in wish- 
ing for the sanitary improvement of the colony, 
and especially-of the city. At the same time 
the point was not what they had done during 
the past 12 months, but whether they had laid 
before the Government sufficient schemes to 
occupy all their time for some few years to 
come, or whether the Government were at pre- 
sent ina position to undertake some further large 
schome. He would just recapitulate a few of 
the things which had been laid before .the 
Government. For the past five or six years.tho 
Board had been urging the necessity for 
public latrines and public urinals, and yet it 
was only during the last nine months that any 
attempt had been made to provide. additional 
latrines. The public urinals in the city were 
four in number,each capable of accommedat- — 
ing one’ person ata time. They were totally 
unfit for Europeans to enter, and they could 
hardly consider therefore that the question of 
public urinals had yet been touched. For the 
-past two years the Board-had been urging-upon 

the Government the necessity for a refuso 
dostractor, which was a scheme which the 
Government had yet to carry out. ‘Last year_ 
the Board also considered seriously the ques- 
tion of the night soil at the Peak. It was a

Mr. Ossorne said Mr. May hed charged 
him with dealing with generalities, but he 
thought that charge had been fully met by 
Dr. Clark. He had contended that one of 
the first things the Government should tackle 
was the terrible question of overciowding. 
It must be common knowledges to every mem- 
ber of the Board the appalling condition of 
rents in this Colony, the way that the poorer 
classes were being literally robbed and squeezed 
out of their food and clothing in order to pay 
excessive rents. Floora, which a year ago 
were rented at $6 now paid $19, which meant 
that the poorer classes had to herd and crowd to- 
gether much more closely than before. It was 
not in their power to obey the law, bacause they 
did not earn sufficient to do so, and they had 
to starve their stomachs and backs to pay these 
excessive rents. The Government could do one 
thing with the Taipingshan area—they could 
do what any private individual would do if he 
had the ground. They could build onit. They 
could have done so two years ago. The Board 
recommended.them to do so, and it would have 
been go much relief-to that part of the town had 
the recommeniation been carried out. Mr. 
May had stated that the Government had done 
a great deal to mect the wishes of the Board, 
and it was only fair to say that in one senso he 
was right.. His Excellency the Governor had 
taken a personal interest in thess matters, much ! 
more so than any of his predscessors that he 
knew of. He had put forth the schemes and

, THE SCAVENGING OF KOWLOON. 

Major Brown had given notica of the follow- 
ing motion ;— ; 

“ That the Board draw tho attention of the 
Government—(1) to the fact that the Kowloon 
scavenging ‘contractor is unable to carry out 
condition No. 1 of' his contract, namely, the 
daily sweeping and cleansing of side-walks, 
owing to the low vegetation, undesirable trees, 
and refuse heaps which now obstruct them ; (2) 
to the desirability of orders being issuad to the 
Police to prevent the recurrence of any obstruc- 
tion on the side-walks in the future.” 

Major Brown said~—If you look at the con- 
ditions of the scivenging contract for Kowloon 
you will see in the Ist paragraph that he shall 
daily sweep and cleansa the surface of the side 
walk, in tho villages of Kaulung point, Hung- 
ham, Yaumatj, andTaikoktsui. Thisis very satis- 
factory. buteff yon walk round the places named 
commencing from Elgin Road you will find 
that the -sidswalks are used for every other 
purpose ia that for which they were intended 
They are wade use of as the most convenient 
place to deposit refuse of all kinds, from old tins 
to the spare earth left over aftar a house build- 
ing or road-repairing contract. ‘Low bushes 
and high hamboos which make handy latrines 
to the passing stranger, grow on them. In Yan- 
mati the shopmen encroach on them and use 
thom as their own private and lawful property, 
and not once but several times. I havo seen 
thom obstructed by the tables and chairs of 
a Chinese eating-house keeper, who used tho 
whole width of the pavement ‘as his public 
dining room. Thoy are also used as d ing 
grounds for orange peel, for tea leaves, and for 
clothes. You will also find hand trollies, and 
building materials, effectually blocking them, 
and last of all ag yon return from Yaumati to j 
the Ferry Pier you will find for seme dis- 
tanc? the side path taken up by Admiralty coal. 
With this state of things it is impossible for 
the contractor to sweep and clean these sido- 
walks, and ll these obstructions should bo ro- 
moved. Tho fault originally lies with the 
Public Works Department for makin narrow 
3to 7 feet sideways. Such paths are no use to 
the 10 to 21,000 foot passengers that pass along 
these streets in the day. Thus theyaro not used, 
and they becoma rubbish heaps and nuisancas. 
We shall be told that tho Chinaman will not use 
sidowarka, but this isthe greatest possible mis- 
take. No one likes a sidewalk where he will not be 
jostled bette: than a Chinaman, and where there 
are proper sidewalks as opposite the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank, you will scarcely ever see 
a Chinaman walking in the road. The road 
and side walk pequirements of Kaulung district 
have not received proper -attention, and show a 
surprising want of foresight. Asan oxample 
of this look at sharp turns when crossing Robin- 
son Road from Elgin Road. and yet I suppose 
every official who passed that scheme is drawing 
his full pension, and never thinks of tho anh 
ance daily caused by his stupid and irroparable 
mistake. Schemes for road and sidowalks a 
H daar! would imagine should be based upon 
the probable future density of th» neighbour- 
hood, and the prospective footpassenger and 
road traffic, but the schemes of the P. W. D. in 
Kowloon show no foresight. They aro a very 
tight fit for present neods, and in a year or so 
will be too small, allowing for tho growth at 
the present ‘rate of this new population. For 
instance take the main road at Yaumati just 
beyond the waterworks engino house, the 50ft. 
road with a narrow sido walk is already -too 
narrow for the traffic and yet this is the main 
road into China, to accommodate trams, motor- 
cars, rickshaws, bicycles, cartaand ladenad coolies. 
The dimensions are inadequate, a 100-foot road 
and a 15-foot side walk are tho ve

Apparently 
any Chinaman can block any side walk without 
any fear of the police. The facts mentioned in 
connection with the first part of my motion prove 
this, and if anyone doubts it let him walk 
through Kaulung and Yaumati.

THE REMOVAL OF DEAD PIGS FROM THE. 
ANIMAL DEPOTS. a 

Inspector Watson, who is in charge of the 
Animal Depdts at Konnedytown, reported as 
follows on the 17th December to Mr, C. -V. 
Ladds (tho Colonial Veterinary Surgeon) :— 

“T beg to report that whon the Animal . 
Depots were opened this morning I saw blood 
in one of the swine pens, and traced it on top 
of Depot gate, on top of onclosuro wall, and on bit 
outside of retaining wall. I also found that 
one pig, the property of Chan Ki, pork butcher, 
Shektongtsui Market, was missing from the 
swine agents, Wing Yu Loung’s pon (the ono in 
which I saw the blood). CA weighed 163. 
lbs. and was bought for $18.24. I have infor- 
med the police of the thoft.” 

The following letter from-Mr. Ladds in. re- 
ference to tho above report was submitted :— 

“Tn order to prevent such thefts yn future, 
and also to put a stop to the removel of dead 
pigs from these premises’ during the night, 
which up to now has been of frequent 
occurrence, I bag to recommend that. the 
Government be asked to place the. Animal 
Dapots at Kennedytown under police super- 
vision from the hours of 6 p.m. to 6 am. 
hightly. ‘The other alternative course is to 80 
foncs in these depots as to render impossible

QUARANTINE AGAINST HONGKONG IN NETHER- 
LANDS INDIA. 

The following letter (dated Dec. 21st): from 

the Consul-General of Netherlands India was 
submitted :— 
- “JT have the honour to inform you that the 
Governor-General of Netherlands India has 
decreed that all ships or vessels arriving from 
Hongkong, or having called at this port after 
92nd November, 1900, are subject in Nether- 
lands India to a quarantine of ten days from 
this port or sinca the last case of plagua on 
board. Importation is temporarily prohibited 
of animal réfuse, claws ond hoofs, animal or 
human hair and bristles. hides which are untan- 
ned and which are salted or cured with ursenic, 
raw wool and rags, bags or sacks which have 
already beon used, coming from Hongkong or 
transhipped at this port. Also it is tem- 
porarily prohibited to import from Hongkong 
into Netherlands India tapastry and usa 
embroideries, unless they ave transported as 
personal baggage, or in consequence of change 
of residence.” 

The following minute was appended :—

THE RECENT OUTBREAK AT POKFULAM.—MR. 
LADDS ACCUSED OF FLIPPANCY. 

The following reply (dated December 28th) 
from the Colonial Veterinary Surgeon relative 
to the causes of the recent ontbréak of foot and 
mouth disease at Pokfulam was submitted : — 

“ In answer to your letter of Deceniber 21st, 
referring to the recent outbreak of foot-and- 
mouth disease at Pokfulam and requesting a 
further report with special referenc) to its 
probable causes, I have the lionour to inform 
you ‘that I regret being unable to add much 
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There are four ways by which infection might 
have been conveyed, viz., by actual contact with 
diseased animals in food or fodder, “by infected 
clothing worn by any of the employees at the 
farm, and by the air at short distances. Out- 
breaks of foot-and-movth disease have ori- 
ginated on occasions in such a mysterious 
way that until comparatively lately pro- 
fessional men felé themselves justified in 
attributing them to sp.:ntaneous generation, 
which is perhaps what the Acting P.C.M.O. 
meant by “falling down from heaven”; and 
although this theory is now universally dis- 
credited it is nat mora. than 12 years since it 
found a public defender ina leading member of 
the British medical profession. I am no 
more able to explain tha source of such out- 
breaks than can the Board's Medical Officer 
account for cases of small-pox which may 
arise in any of his numerous districts. I quote 
the two diseases together for ths reason 
“that in neither instance has any specific or- 
nism been isolated.” 

The following minutes wore appandad : —

THE GUN-SIGHTS THROWN OVERBOARD.— 
_ COURT OF INQUIRY HELD. 

On Thursday morning we received by post an 
unsigned message, of which the following is 
a copy :— : 
“HLM.S, * BARFLEUR ' 

“Mutiny on board. that is we have thrown 
our gun-sights overboard. Not. without cause, 
you may imagine. Also ask why the Admiral 
is endeavouring to have tho seamen and marines 
turned out of the Hongkong Hotel.” 

Rumours of discontent existing on board the 
Barfleur have heen going about the city for 
some days past, but it was news to many that 
things had reached such a serious pitch that the 
men had thrown overboard their puu-sights.

Messrs. Marsh and Ward's third subscrip- 
tion concert, which was given on Thursday 
evening, 27th ult.,.at the St. George's Hall, | 
was a brilliant success. The concert-givers 
for the third time within a comparatively 
short period “have been proved equal to 
the task of avoiding the commonplace, and 
providing the public with a vocal’ and in-

Of the expectant audience 
who filled the hall on Thursday evening none 
can have departed unsatisfied, or failed to

' HOIHOW ATHLETIC SPORTS. 
CORRBSPON DENT. | 
; _ Christmas Day, 1900. 

With a view to despelling tho monotony of 
this almost ignored corner of the world a few of 
the most energetic and popular members of our 
community exerted themselves and got up some 
sports, which came off with great success on 
Christmas Day—a day}generally dull every year 
for absolute want of distractions. The last 
sports Were held in the eighties, since when no 
sufficient force of will was brought forward to 
repeat them until now. It is mainly due to Dr. 
J. H. Lowry that this manly pastime was re- 
newed. The day was glorious, but a little too hot 
for the time of the year, the tun shining bright 
from early dawn. The events were held on a 
plot of ground the property of the Imperial 
Maritime Customs, known as Cocoanut Island, 
which, by the courtesy of the Commissioner of 
Customs, Mr. W. Mc.

MOSQUITOES AND MALARIA.

What I meant to imply was that inasmuch as 
& piece of wire gauze has the power to regulate 
dangerous and explosive gasses in one instance, 
there is no guarantee that its functions ond 
there. “ Resident" says ‘ tho three. men in the 
Campagna breathed the samo air inside their 


specially built hut as they would have done in - 


an unprotected dwelling crected in the same 
locality. They wero fonded off from mosquitoes 
only, hence their resulting freedom from ma- 
larta.” This implies that mosquitoes are the 
“sole cuuse,” while in the following paragraph 
he acknowledges that the female anopheles is 
the mere agent of “transmission —nothing 
more.” 

What I should like “ Resident” to prove is 
that the three men did breathe the same air in- 
side their mosquito-proof hut, as they would 
have done in the open 

‘Ve aro many of usin camping out familiar 
with the phenomena of our mosquito-curtains be- 
ing covered with beads of moisture on tho out- 
side, while they remain perfectly dry within. The 
temperature inside the net is also several degrees 
higher than outside. ‘The mosquito-curtain is 
only a piece of gauze and air can pass through 
it freely, but the fact remains that it doesn't 
always do so. ‘Ihis seoms to shew that the 
atmosphere inside and outside must be different. 
‘‘ Medico” wishes to suffocate me with coal gas. 
He might have chosen a mure suitable example. 
Coal gas is heavier than tho atmosphere and 
descends, while miasma is apparently lighter as 
it ascends. _* 

I myself, in common with many of my 
acquaintances accustomed to camping out, 
believe that a mosquito-net is partial protection 
against malaria, and often use it in feverish 
districts even where there are no mosquitoes. 

I invited a discussion on malaria and called 
attention to various phenomena which puzzled 
myself and others. Neither “ Medico” nor 
“ Resident” attempt to offer any explanation 
The mosquito as the sole cause does not 
meet the case at present. ‘“ Resident” 
objects to my using “millions” in  con- 
nection with mosquitoes. He can never have. 
se2n a really bad district. I can take him to 
several, where mosquitoes ara simply in clouds 
after sunset—“ billions “ and “ trillions “ would 
not. be an exageration. 

They settle on avery piece of bare skin by 
dozens and one can kill 8 or 10 at a time on the 
back of one’s hand. The ordinary residents, the 
young men I have referred to, get so accustomed 
to these pests that they scarcely mind them, and 
sit about with bare legs and feet in the ordinary 
free and easy tropical way. 

Still thess districts are very healthy and there 
is practically no fever. 

On the other hand, I can take the two wri- 
tera to districts wliere there is hardly » mosquito 
and one-ca' sleap comfortably without a net. and 
yot nuither European nor native can live there 
for two months without fretting fever. Tho 
soil, however, is being turned over, and thore is 
the phenomena of the mist belts, which I have 
invited an explanation of. 

The examples of the “mistletoe” and the 
“tape worm” which * Medico” cites are buta 

further argument against the mosquito as the 
“sole cause.’ We know that a great many of 
our butterflies, beetles &c., have several distinct 
lives in their cycle. Why should not the soil 
ni giving off its gasses also give off unknown 
and invisible e-rms, which we inhale into our 
lungs? Thence they pass into our blood and 
these develop into another life in the form 
of the malarial gorm visible to the microscope 
The mosquito takes it from our blood and does 
its work as transmitting agent only. 

I am not “ doing my little best to” hold back 
the progress of science and r-tard “ the advance 
of truth.” Quite the reverse! Lam only asking 
for information on a few interesting points, 
eging that a wider field may be examined for 
the cause of malaria. - 
Apparently—sd far as we know at. presont— 
only some 20 psr cent. of the malarial mos- 
quitoes are infected with the malarial germ: 
We also - know, that of all mosquitoes the 
malarial species forms quite a smal! proportion,

foreign Pressin China. These we quote below. 
It be seen that the Chinese Minister rathe 
overstated his case. Ho said: ‘ 
-  [eannot help adverting to the character o: 
the foreign Press in China. Its general tone is 


calculated to set the whole Chinese nation ' 


against foreigners and things foreign. Take up 
any foreign newspaper published in China, and 
you will find that columns a~. devoted in almost 
every issue to denouncing the Chinese Govern- 
ment and its officials, and condemning every- 
thing which the people hold dear and sacred. 
Far be it.from me to assert that all Chinese offi- 


cials- are men of immaculate characters. I 


admit that in China, as in every other country, 


some ofthe officials are unworthy of public trust. - 


But the foreign newspapers in China lead one 
to believe that the Chinese Government is no- 
thing but & sham; that the officials are all 
scoundrels; that the people are ground down 
by fearful oppression. It seems to be their set- 
tled policy to pick flaws in everything the 
Chinese do, ane begrudge even asmall crumb of 
justice which is their due. 

“ The recent unfortunate uprising in 
China is a Godsend to. writers for the 
foreign. Press. It unfortunately furnish- 
os them with just the kind of material 
for blackguarding the Government and people 
of China without stint. We Chinese represen- 
- tatives abroad, as well as many high officials 
and intelligent Chinese, deplore as deeply and 
denounce-as strongly-as does any foreigner, the 
frightful atrocities recently perpetrated. 

“Tt should be remembered that the violence 
of the Tientsin and Peking mobs was not 
directed against foreigners alone, but also 
against a large portion of their own country- 
men. The crimes committed by the Boxers 
are imputed to the machination of the whole 
nation. Even the diplomatic representatives 
of China abroad have not eseaped the gen- 
eral condemnation, but have been treat- 
ed as particeps criminis. Dr. Morrison, 
the correspondent of the London Times 
in Peking, went so far as to charge my 
colleague in London, Sir Chichen Lofengluh, 
and myself with barefaced mendacity in his 
telegraphic despatches. 

“‘T hope to be able to live down all slanders 
of this kind. But the general mass of the 
Chinese people are not of so, philosophical turn 
Sgt When they see such sweeping attacks 

pon .their country, their public men, their 
traditions and their institutions made. by the 
foreign newspapers in China, it is a wonder 
that they entertain anything of a friendly feel- 
ing toward their slanderers. I should like to 
mention that I and those Chinese, whe have a 
knowledge of some foreign language, as 8 rule, 
stand up for the foreigners in China, :and for 
this reason we are generally’ regarded ‘f th sus- 
picion by many of our conservative countrymen.

Mr. Chas. D. Tenney, who is secretary to the 
provisional Government at Tientsin, writes a 
‘letter to the Leking and Tientsin Times, in 
which he says:—There has been too frequent 
fuilure to discriminate between the innocent 
and the guilty in this campaign.

CHINA OVERLAND TRADE REPORT. 


The ship General Calvo has been towed into 
Manila by the French steamer Vesper in a 
wrecked and dismantled condition. She met 
with a severe gale about 50 miles out of Manila. 

The Secretary of War at. Washington, at 
the request of the Philippine Commission, has 
officially appointed Abraham L. Lawshe, Ayditor 
forthe Philippine Islands. He will arrive at 
Manila about the middle of February. 

Capt. Freeman and the officers of H.M.S. 
Mohawk (then under orders to leave, being 
replaced by the Britomart) gave a dance/ to the 
community and visitors on the 18th ult. at the 
Foochow Club. Upwards of a hundred guests

Before the Glory, battleship, Captain F. 8. 
Inglefield, left Portsmonth on the 24th Nov.‘for 
the China Station, she was fitted with wireless 
telegraphy apparatus, and by this means she 
maintained communication with the Hector, 
the school of wireless telography at Portsmouth, 
until she was 50 miles from the port.
